W: ARE NOW EIGHT YEARS OLD. Again we offer vou what we 
think is the best in varieties for both home and commercial use for this 
New England territory. We are continuously trying out new varieties 
and selecting them for yield, quality, and early maturity; and we are 
making a special effort to bring to you the latest introductions from our: 
northern experiment stations, varieties which have been bred especially 
for New England. We have had our troubles, of course, this last sum- 
mer. The weather was extremely dry, our crops were slow in maturing, 
and we had no suitable land to start new beds of strawberries. We have 
bought a small farm near Durham that we intend to use for trial pur- 
poses and also to grow many of the seeds we offer in the catalog and es- 
pecially strawberries, raspberries, and other plants. We are interested 
in producing stock, of those varieties of fruits which have originated at 
the New Hampshire and other New England experiment stations. It 
may take us two or three years to work up this stock, but we hope to 
have it for you in the near future. 


We offer the new Scarlet Beauty Shell Bean for the first time this 
year. Our customers tell us that some of our newer introductions such 
as the Red Pickler tomato, the Doublerich tomato, and the Winfield 
Lima bean are exceptional, while such new varieties as America spin- 
ach, the Iroquois muskmelon, the Earliest broccoli, and the Highmoor 
Yellow Eve bean are the best in their class.

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TOMATOES 


All our tomato varieties except Marglobe, N. H. 50, F.N.C., and Doub- 
lerich are determinate. The seed should not be started before April 20. 
Do not set out plants that have either fruits or flowers because this delays 
maturity. They will do best in a rich, well-manured soil with plenty of 
super phosphate, in a warm location. 


DIXVILLE—A UNH introduction. This tomato is an early variety for 
northern New England. It is a little earlier and larger than Early 
Chatham. bright red in color. Under proper growing conditions the 
tomato will ripen in late July and early August. Pkt. 15 ets.; 1% oz.

TINY TIM—A UNH introduction. This is a dwarf tomato with fruit 
about the size of a thumb. It may be started in August, transplanted 
to a five inch pot filled with rich composted soil.

Our seed crop is 
grown outdoors where the plants yield literally hundreds of tomatoes 
a plant.
